privilege  of  A legii^lative  axiiembly 
^ ar^  wirt^.  Under  British  law  Parlia- 
ment in  many  imitam'es  is  supreme,  the 
highest  court  of  reference.  That  a pro- 
vincial legislature  should  ever  u.se  its 
prerogative  to  interfere  with  a trial  court 
or  to  create  any  Impression  in  public  either 
favorable  or  unfavorable  to  any  civil 
litigant  was  certainly  never  intended. 
What  would  be  outright  contempt  of  a 
rouri  on  the  part  of  a private  individual 
cannot  by  cover  of  parliamentary  privilege 
appear  in  any  other  light  than  a shocking 
breach  of  go^  taste.  A parliament's  fii*sl 
obligation  is  to  hold  the  law  in  res|)ect 
and  to  st*e  that  others  do  likewise. 

Thi.s  sperta<  le  of  the  British  Columbia 
Legislattire  be<*oming  progi'es.sively  moit* 
deeply  involved  in  the  cirtntmstances  of 
litigation  which  is  awaiting  trial  would 
^ alarming  enough:  but  when  a meml)er 
of  the  a.s-sembly  offers  to  read  part  of  an 
unproved  statement  of  defen^  which  ha.s 
not  ye*  been  accepted  at  a trial  and  which 
could  be  amended,  withdrawn  or  even 
rejected  when  the  trial  commences.  It  Is 
criiainly  time  for  Mr.  Speaker  to  contem- 
plate where  such  proceeding.s  arc  headed. 
We  refer  to  the  uninhibited  wrangle  this 
week  in  the  British  Columbia  I>»gislature 


over  the  .Sommers-Stui'dy  ca»e.  Tlie  sub- 
ject of  the  dispute  is  now  a trial  matter. 
Litigants  on  either  side  should  have  ail 
of  their  normal  rights  under  the  laws  of 
the  land  IncliKling  the  .salient  one  that 
they  ran  si)eak  to  that  argument  without 
interference  from  any  quarter  whatever. 

What  would  l>e<'ome  of  the  trial  pro- 
cesses In  Canada  if  legislative  a.s,<erhbllei 
were  privileged  to  predlge.st  the  clmim- 
stances  of  a complaint,  take  sides  with 
one  party  or  other  In  litigation,  and 
inevitably  set  up  a presumption  in  the 
public’s  mind  unfair  to  one  and  jjossibly 
to  l)Oth  disputant.s? 

The  civil  <*ouris  are  the  plai-e  to  try 
civil  actions,  and  the  less  the  British 
Columbia  [.eeislature  inten'enes  in  this 
or  anv  similar  is.sue  the  l)cttcrand  brighter 
example  it  will  be  .setting  to  eveiy  B.C. 
ciii7en.  Regrettably  much  has  alrt'ady 
been  said  in  the  ebb  and  flow  of  a debate 
whi«  h should  never  have  l)cen  allowed  to 
originate  under  the  exi.sling  rule.s  of  the 
House,  That  cannot  now  be  undomv  But 
the  Assembly  can  refrain  from  adding 
more  by  way  of  heai-say  or  conjecture  to 
this  unpiw'edenfed  liial-bcfore-a-trial.

Hope  for  Island  Coal  Mines 


TFTN  years  ago.  when  the  B.C.  Power 
Commission  was  just  beginning  to 
develop  hitherto  untouched  water  iv- 
sources  of  central  Vancouver  Island,  the 
belief  even  In  exalted  quarters  was  that 
the  Island  had  an  inexhaustible  vyater 
potential  for  the  production  of  ekH  trIcity. 
There  was  criticism  on  the  R«'ore  that  the 
Infant  commis.sion  was  over-ambitious, 
planning  for  the  development  of  far  more 
power  than  industry  or  private  consumers 
would  ever  need:  A.s  rw'enlly  as  five  years 
ago  there  wa.s  scoffing  at  the  first  hints 
that  the  I.sland  wa.s  heading  towards  a 
shortage  of  hydro  power.  Today  the  com- 
mission has  reached  the  point  of  having 
to  give  seriou.s  thought  to  the  generation 
of  electricity  by  other  means. 

So  much  then  for  Vancouver  Island’s 
supposed  over  abundance  of  usable  water. 
In  the  short  space  of  a de<ade  the  entire 
picture  has  changed,  due  to  the  pace  of 
development  of  new  industries  on  the 
Island.  P:ven  when  the  B.C.  Electric 
Comnanv  begins  importing  power  from  the 
mainland  by  submarine  cable  the  maxi- 
mum horsepower  which  the  private  com- 
pany and  the  Crown  corporation  can 
supply  may  fall  short  of  requirements  two 
or  three  years  hence. 


One  of  the  most  .spo<*taciilar  effects  of 
the  situation  that  has  lately  been  develop- 
ing Is  the  revival  of  interest  in  the  coal 
Indu.stry.  which  curiously  enotJgh  was 
Vancouver  Island's  original  source  of 
wealth  In  the  second  half  of  the  la.st 
centiirv’.  Commonly  regarded  as  an  obso- 
lete industrial  fuel,  coal  may  yet  turn  out 
to  be  the  solution  to  the  Impending  electric 
power  shortage.  In  that  event  insuf- 
ficiency of  water  resources  could  prove  to 
be  less  of  a disadvantage  than  might  other- 
wi.se  be  suppo.sed.  giving  new  life  to  a 
primary  industr>'  that  ha.s  been  de<Iinlng 
rapidly. 

Consulting  engineers  for  the  Power 
Commission  are  now  studying  the  feasi- 
bility of  a w’heme  to  use  steam,  the  old 
original  means  of  generating  electricity, 
to  augment  the  hydro-olec-lric  .supply.  The 
plan  being  considered  would  require  an 
estimated  200.(X)0  tons  of  coal  a year, 
which  would  be  a good  deal  more  than 
the  total  annual  production  of  Vancouver 
Island  mines  at  present.  The  proje<*t  thus 
opeas  possibilities  of  substantia)  expansion 
with  inciea.sed  employment,  on  the  Island 
It.self.  In  an  industry  otherwise  in  danger 
of  extinction.

coal-heaver  and  a .smartly  turned-out 
soldier,  even  if  both  wear  garments  of  the 
same  cut.  as  there  Is  between  a tank  and 
a battleship.  Were  thi.s  not  so  the  RSM.s 
really  would  have  something  to  di.scus.s 
at  their  conference.  Anyw-ay  there  Is  little 
the  sergeants-maior  ran  do  about  the 
matter,  their  authority  over  a soldier  ends 
at  demobilization. 

The  instance  of  a Toronto  store  .selling 
battle  dress  trou.sers  at  a price  far  below 
that  charged  a soldier  by  his  quarter- 
ma.ster  Is  perhaps  something  else  again.

Either  that  or  they 
might  recommend  that  the  troop.s  under 
their  command  buy  their  uniforms  where 
they  are  to  be  had  most  cheaply.  What 
they  cannot  do.  one  fears  .is  to  patent  them 
or  prevent  a former  soldier  from  making 
a work  jacket  out  of  his  old  haltle  dress.
